With Dr. Eckener I have discussed the date of our pos- 
sible emergence at the Pole, and he has agreed to meet 
us there with the Graf Zeppelin at a time agreed upon, 
If we get through, and the meeting on top of the world 
takes place, it will be the most dramatic meeting and 
greeting of human beings that has ever been seen, And 
we both believe that we will be there, with the crew of 
the Nautilus on the ice and the crew of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin greeting us from their gondolas as they look down on 
the icy wastes of the great ice barrier of the North Pole. 


NOW MAKING GOOD

So far we are doing well and the spirits of all the crew are high. 
We are shaking down for the long cruise, and with only one engine at 
work we are making good headway in a moderate sea. 

Our Sherry compass and automatic iron , “mike,” an automatic 
steering gear, is a great boon to the watch on deck. Faithfully the little 
motor, controlled by the directive force of the master compass, swings 
the steering gear to left or right, correcting for each jolt on the how by

Captain Danenhower, who has been steadily on the job for two days 
without sleep, was able to obtain a little rest today, while Commander 
Schlessback, our navigating officer, took the bridge. 

1 is a long time 
since they have had any regular rest, Their starboard engine is in- 
lined to play up a@ little, but I feel sure that Chief Engineer Shaw and 
his men will master it in a day or so,

Premier Forbes of “New Zealand has 
given the reason for the withdrawal by 
his Government of the preferential rates 
formerly allowed on Canadian products 
shipped to that Dominion. This action, 
he says, was taken because of Canada's 
failure to hear New Zealand’s representa- 
tions regarding the Canadian duty on im- 
ported butter, 

That clears the situation. The prefer- 
ence was not cancelled, as alleged at Ot- 
tawa a few days ago, because of anything 
the then Government of Canada did a 
year ago; but because of what the present 
Government has failed to do in recent 
months. Mr. Forbes stated plainly that 
Canada now ranks as a foreign country 
in the New Zealand tariff schedules be- 
cause of “complete failure to listen to rep- 


resentations regarding the butter duty”

That the rate adopted will be ex- 
clusive there is no reason to doubt. Only 
the well-to-do will be able to read the U. 
§. publications which have hitherto en- 
joyed a wide distribution in Canada. To be 
seen buying one regularly will be taken 
as a sign of opulence or extravagance. 

Whatever else is to be said for or 
against the ban, and a good deal is being 
said, mostly against, this puts it up to the 
Canadian publishers to make good what 
they have been teliing us for years. It has 
been their standing complaint that their 
market was swamped with magazines big- 
ger and better than they could produce 
with the limited constituency open to 
them. 

Because they were limited as to cir- 
culation and advertising revenue, they 
could not pay the prices paid by theii 
United States competitors for articles and 
illustrations; that has been their claim. 
And they have sought repeatedly for ac- 
tion through the customs law or the postal 
regulations that would shut out these 
rival publications and give them a chance 
to develop Canadian magazines compar- 
able in quality and price.

If the fact is borne in mind that} 
there are only 30 miles of road to con- | 
struet In Jasper Park to connect Ed- | 
monton up directly with the British | 
Columbia end of the road now fast 
on the way to completion by @ pro- 
gressive B.C. government, it is appar- 
ent that Edmonton in its eagerness 
Trans-Canada Highway may/| 
overlook the most important feature 
of this project—namely the connec-! 


tien of Edmonton with the tourist 
trade of the western Pacific. 

Only 30 miles separates Edmonton 
from the Pacific Coast over the s0- 
called Jasper Highway. As long as 
that gap is there, Edmonton is off 
every transcontinental route of 
tourist traffic. The cost to complete 
this 30 miles over the abandoned 
grade is around $1,500 a mile plus 
bridges, 

By all means let the Trans-Canada 
Highway be a matter of careful 
planning, but the building of 30 miles 
of road west of Jasper requires no 
such planning, seeing that every year 


many thousands of dollars are ex- 
pended by the Dominion National 
Parks on roads withim their borders 
This work should have been done 
years ago—all admit it. It can be 
done now and in doing so will at 
least get a few men to work, thus re- 
lHeving Edmonton of some of its relief 
liné, and there is no argument as 
regards costs. Wages are down— 
material costs are down and money 
js as cheap as it ever will be and 
cheaper 

The red herring of the Trans- 
Canada Highway should not be ac- 


cepted by Edmonton, otherwise in 
grasping for a shadow of a continental 
highway it will lose the bone of its 
Jasper Highway, which is controlled 
absolutely by the fact that 30 miles 
of a gap in Jasper Park is an ob- 


stacle to through motor travel. That 
is all. If a molety of the money ex- 
pended in Jasper Park on roads to 


Hot Springs-—-roads to canyons and 
| other scenic points had been expended 
on the 30 miles west of Jasper—just 
as scenic—Jasper Highway would be 
a fact accomplished and Edmonton 
would be like Calgary on the circular 
tourist scenic Pacific route of the 
west.

GIRL-BOY ROMANCE: 


One of the most famous surgeons 
of the day is fighting for the life of 
an ex-convict of 73 in one of Lon- 
don'sa great hospitals 

The old ex-convict has spent 
thirty-four years in prison for thefts 
amounting to §70. 

It was owing to the interest taken 
in the man by the Recorder of Lon 
don, Sir Ernest Wild, that the hid 
den tragedy of his closing years has 
come to light 

Sir Ernest told his story recently 
in an appeal for a helping hand for 
the man who comes out of gaol and 
wants to make good 

After spending half his life in pri- 
son the man was given a chance in 
his old age, and he seized it. Work 
was found for him, and he lived 
honestly untii disease forced him to 
seek horpital aid 

The specialist who is trying to 
save his life does not know who he 
is, and at the hospital, where he is 
having the best surgical ald that can 
be provided, he is just “‘a patient’ 
enjoying every privilege 

1 called at the hospital and in- 
quired about his condition. His name 
appears in the hospitai'’s registers 

The ward sister said: ‘The patient 
is going along fairly comfortably, He 
is having a special course of treat- 
ment and is likely te stay in the hos 
pital for seme weeks," 

The “special treatment” would
